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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: JP-91 1 2636 discloses a means for supplying 
fluid from the exterior of the hub 41 to the face of the piston 45B via the shaft S3 which is located exterior to or outside of the boudaries 
of the inner surface of the hub 41 . Examiner interprets the interior of the hub 41 to include the annular spaces occupied by plates 43,44. 
Examiner also notes the unnumbered ports shown shaft S3 above element G3 that are located exterior to and to the left of the leftmost 
areas of hub 41 . It is also noted that the after-final amendments are not approved for entry because they introduce new 1 1 2 issues. For 
example, in line 2 of claim 15. The phrase "at least one pair of adjacent gears without synchronous hubs and cones" is indefinite 
becuase it reads as if the gears (and not the standard gearbox)are formed without the hubs and cones. 
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
